(and the cost of providing) food, clothing, shelter, daily supervision, school supplies, a child's personal incidentals, 
liability insurance with respect to a child, reasonable travel to the child's home for visitation, and reasonable travel 
for the child to remain in the school in which the child is enrolled at the time of placement. In the case of 
institutional care, such term shall include the reasonable costs of administration and operation of such institution as 
are necessarily required to provide the items described in the preceding sentence. *RATES ARE PER DAY/PER CHILD

(v) Case reviews; (vi) Case management and supervision; (vii) Recruitment and licensing of foster homes and institutions; (viii) Rate 
setting; and (ix) A proportionate share of related agency overhead, (x) Costs related to data collection and reporting. Allowable 
administrative costs do not include the costs of social services provided to the child, the child's family or foster family which provide 
counseling or treatment to ameliorate or remedy personal problems, behaviors or home conditions. *RATES ARE PER DAY/PER CHILD
